Executive Office, Helena, Montana. 
May 26, 1903. 
To the Eighth Legislative Assembly in Extraordinary Session: 

At your last regular session I called attention to the forthcoming 
celebration, at St. Louis, Missouri, of the One Hundredth Anniversary 
of the acquisition of the Louisiana Purchase by the United States, 
and recommended an appropriation sufficient to secure a creditable 
representation of this State and its varied resources on that occasion. 

The suggestion met with a hearty response from the people of the 
State. 

A bill was mtroduced in line with the recommendation so made, but 
for some reason failed to become a law 

Since your adjournment the subject has been thoroughly considered 
and discussed by the people and the press, and the almost unanimous 
opinion is that a State comprising such an important part of the 
Louisiana Purchase as Montana does, should not fail to be properly 
represented. 

In deference to this strong public sentiment, and to this end I 
appointed an honorary Commission to solicit private subscriptions and 
arrange for the collection and exhibition of our resources at. the 
Exposition. l
